Red Devils cap turnaround season 
with victory over Rayders

EAST JORDAN - Talk 
about turning a program 
around. 

Coach Allan Peterson anda 
solid returning cast from last 
season’s winless team, 
capped off an impressive 5-4 
season where the Red Devils 
went 2-4 in the always tough 
Lake Michigan Conference. 

Standing the their way of 
their first winning season in 
a decade was rival 
Charlevoix, where the Ray- 
ders, who entered the contest 
1-7, 0-6, but record aside, a 
solid team in their own right, 
with most of their losses 
coming late in games to some 
of the powerhouses in confer- 
ence play. 

The end result, East Jordan 
outlasted the Rayders 18-13 
on chilly night on October 25, 
with neither team able to get 
a comfortable grip on the 
game as both took turns lead- 
ing in the contest. 

“Very, very proud of this 
bunch of young men,” coach 
Peterson said. “Doesn’t seem 
like a big deal to be 5-4, but 
when it’s been 10 years it isa 
big deal. We feel like we were 
just a few plays from being 7- 
2.” 


From the get go, it looked 
like the game could either be 
a high scoring affair or a de- 
fensive struggle as the teams 
jockeyed for position. 

With both teams struggling 
to get anything going on their 
first possessions of the con- 
test, the Red Devils capital- 
ized on a Rayder fumble on 
their own 28 yard line as they 
used a combination of power 
and speed (Ben Walton and 
Noah Bacchus) to finally get 
on the scoreboard as Bacchus 
took a handoff and sprinted 
around the right end and 
raced 19 yards for a Red Devil 
score with 4:52 left in the 
opening quarter and a 6-0 fol- 
lowing a missed extra point. 

Charlevoix would respond 
with a nine play, 70 yard drive 
of their own, as they chewed 
up nearly five minutes of 
clock, picking up three first 
downs in the process, capped 
by Shane Sutherland 2-yard 
touchdown run just three sec- 
onds into the second quarter. 
JJ Bottomley would tack on 
the extra point for a 7-6 Ray- 
der lead. 

The score would stay that 
way until the fourth quarter 
as both defenses took over, 
halting drive after drive. 

East Jordan would then 
take the lead for good as Wal- 
ton pounded the rock in from 


three yards out with just over 
10 minutes remaining in the 
contest for a 12-7 lead as the 
conversion attempt failed. 

EJ senior quarterback 
Dustin Hejka would then give 
the Red Devils some breath- 
ing room as he found some 
wiggle room and scooted 36 
yards to paydirt and a 18-7 
East Jordan lead with just 
over three minutes remain- 
ing. 

The Rayders wouldn’t fold 
as they used five plays and 38 
seconds to move the ball 43 
yards as Nate Moon hooked 
up with Will Telgenhof for 
gains of 27 and 16 yards, the 
later a touchdown with 2:31 
remaining on the clock, cut- 
ting the red Devil lead to 18- 
13. 

Charlevoix would then at- 
tempt an onside kick but the 
Red Devils hands team would 
recover and East Jordan 
would run out the clock and 
secure the victory on senior 
night. 


East Jordan was led by Wal- 


ton with 144 yards on 29 car- 
ries and a score, while Hejka 
picked up 62 yards on nine 
carries, a touchdown and fin- 
ished 2-of-3 passing for 23 
yards. Bacchus carried 11 
times for 40 yards anda 
touchdown and Tim Schut, 
added 33 yards on eight car- 


ries. 

The Red Devil defense was 
led by Schut with nine tack- 
les, while Brandon Cardwell 
added six stops and Wyatt 
Crick and Walton chipped in 
with five each. 

“T can’t say enough about 
our senior dominated line,” 
coach Peterson added. “We- 
ston Swanson, Oscar Scheier, 
Nick Holt, Will Harris and 
Jaden Hoffman, they blocked 
to the very last whistle.” 

The Charlevoix offense was 
led by Sutherland as he 
rushed 16 times for 116 yards, 
Moon added 34 yards on eight 
carries and finished 3-of-14 
passing for 85 yards. 

Will Telgenhof caught two 
passes for 43 yards anda 
score and Austin Putman 
hauled in one catch for 42 
yards. 

Sutherland led the Rayder 
defense with 18 tackles; Sam 
Eakes added 17 stops. 
Spencer Kilpatrick had 12 
tackles and Bryan Noirot 11. 

Charlevoix finished the sea- 
son 1-8, 0-6. 

“T find it hard to believe 
that Charlevoix only won one 
game,” Peterson noted. 
“That’s the best one win team 
T’ve ever faced. They have 
some good athletes.”

Making 
and Keeping 
Resolutions

Happy New Year! New Year’s Res- 
olutions. Most of us have made 
them at some time. Many of us, as 
many as 45%, make them every 
year. Another 17% infrequently 
make New Year’s resolutions. 
Thirty-eight percent claim that they 
never make them. Of those who at- 
tempt, only 8% are successful in 
achieving their goal and 24% are 
never successful. Nearly half, 49% 
are sometimes successful in keep- 
ing their resolutions. 

Overall, making resolutions is 
better than not, as persons who ex- 
plicitly make resolutions are ten 
times more likely to attain their 
goals than those who do not make 
them. Of those reporting they did 
not keep their resolutions, 78 per- 
cent cited a reason they abandoned 
their goal. Willpower was men- 
tioned most frequently, followed by 
an inability to make changes with- 
out the help of others and stress 
was the third most common re- 
sponse. 

Deciding on New Year’s Day that 
we want to change some behavior 
starting January 1 may bea recipe 
for failure. Depending on your goal, 
lack of planning could mean aban- 
doning the effort before the day is 
over. A little planning can go a long 
way. If the goal is to cut down on 
sweets, a first step might require 
getting the remaining holiday cook- 
ies out of the house. Making a last- 
ing change is more than a one-time 
resolution made at the start of the 
year. 

If you are truly committed to 
making positive and lasting 
changes, here are some suggestions 

1. Decide on a specific, measura- 
ble objective rather than an ab- 
stract resolution. Instead of, 
“Exercise more,” commit to walk- 
ing for 20 minutes a day, five days a 
week. Consider your current level 
of physical activity and don’t make 
your goal unrealistic. If you are 
sedentary now, don’t set a goal of 
working out intensely an hour a day

as you are unlikely to be able to sus- 
tain such a lofty goal. Set a realis- 
tic, achievable goal. 

2. Write down your goal to make 
it concrete. You might have a goal 
to lose twenty pounds. Write it 
down, along with the reasons you 
want to lose weight. 

38. Establish intermediate goals 


and celebrate each accomplish- 
ment. 

4. Review your resolution con- 
stantly. When your resolve begins 
to falter, review your resolution and 
the reasons you are committed to 
making a behavior change. 

5. Hold yourself accountable. If 
your goal is to walk 5000 steps a day, 
keep track of your physical activity. 
Consider using an inexpensive pe- 
dometer to track the number of 
steps taken. By sharing your goals 
with members of your support net- 
work, they can also help to keep you 
accountable. 

6. Keep a chart of your progress 
toward your goal. Not only will this 
keep you accountable but it may 
motivate you to continue and do 
better the next day. 

Also, if you fail to meet your goal 
one day or if you have already 
failed at your resolution, don’t feel 
you need to wait until January 1, 
2015 to start again! Select amore 
appropriate goal next time, plan for 
success and ask your support sys- 
tem for help. Changing long-stand- 
ing behaviors is no easy task. 
Congratulate yourself on every ac- 
complishment toward your goals 
and don’t give up on goals that are 
important to you.
